vi. The E. D. Schwem Co, of DuBoia, 
who were convicted of violation of the 
liquor law at a previous session of 
criminal court, final action being de- 
ferred unti! this time on account of a 
motion for arrest of judgment made 
by the defendant's attorneys and just 
decided by Judge Whitehead in this 
decision. 


On acconut of illegal advertising of 


the wholesale and brewery license ap- 
plications in Clearfield county for the 
year 1916, these licenses were held 
up for some time and when they did 
issue were lifted by the applicants fol- 
lowing an order of the court to the ef- 
fect that there was question as to the 
right of the court to grant under the 
circumstances and if the licenses were 
lifted the applicant engaged in busi- 
ness at his own risk.
